downtown parking shortage and | 
issue $4,500,000 in revenue 


bonds to finance the projects. 

The measures Were passed | 
under suspension of rules which | 
makes them effective as soon 
as the Mayor signs them. 

One of the garages, a five- 
story building accommodating 
823 automobiles, is to cover the | 
block bounded by Chestnut, 
Pine and Sixth streets and 
Broadway. A bill authorizing 
the city to condemn the site 
was passed by a vote of 20 to 7. 


The other garage, five and 
one-half stories with a capacity 
of 642 machines, wil] take up 
all but the southeast corner of 
the block bounded by Delmar 
boulevard, Lucas avenue and 
Eighth and Ninth streets. Con- 
demnation of this site was ap-| 
proved, 21 to 6 


A companion measure author- | 
izing the city to finance the | 
projects with revenue bonds 
passed by a vote of 26 to 1. : 

Delay Eliminated. 

» Sponsors were gratified when | 
the final vote was taken under | 
suspension of rules, eliminat- | 
ing a week's delay and permit- | 
ting disposal of the controver- 
sial matter before the alder- 
men’s summer recess. 

After weeks of public hear- 
ings, debate and investigation, 
the question of municipal entry 
into the parking business final- 
ly was resolved with a rush. 

Meeting before the board 
went into session this after- 
noon, the zoning committee ap- 
proved the condemnation meas- 
ures by a vote of 5 to 1. Then 
the ways and means committee | 
gave unanimous approval to the | 
bill authorizing revenue bond 
financing 

Financing Plans. 

Local business men have 
agreed to put up $1,000,000 of 
the capital and a firm in the 
financial market is prepared to 
invest $3,500,000. 

The zoning committee's re- 
port stated: 

“We can with safety to the 
preservation of the general 
revenue of the city extend our 
legislative approval to the (con- 
demnation) bills for these com- 
pelling reasons 

“Both the business and the 
personal needs of our citizens 
will be served by an increase in 
downtown parking facilities. 

“The garages will be financed 
by bonds to be paid for out of 
the revenues of such facilities 
only 

“These two initial garages 
will in reality be pilot projects 
in the field of municipal con- 
struction and supply of down- 


town parking needs in_ St. 
Louis, and the success or lack 
of success of these projects | 


will, once and for all, determine 
for the citizens in the future the 
feasibility of any such addi- 
tional garages that may be pro- 
posed to this board.”’ 

The committee majority con- 
cluded that there is a definite 
need for additional parking 
space in downtown St. Louis, 
and the need will be intensified 
when expressways are com- 
pleted and the municipal park- 
ing lot on the riverfront is 
closed by development of the 
Jefferson National Expansion 
Memorial. 

“No answer to the problem 
will be found by denying the 
existence of a shortage of con- 
venient, attractive — 
space,’ the report stated,

WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP) 
—The United States and Britain 
have withdrawn their offers of 
financial aid to Egypt for a pro- 
posed Aswan high dam on the 
Nile river. 

The United States decision 
was disclosed to Egyptian Am- 
bassador Ahmed Hussein by Sec- 
retary of State John Foster 
Dulles in a 50-minute meeting 
in Dulles’s office yesterday. It 
was announced by the State De- 


Foreign Office spokesman said

ent circumstances it is not 
feasible to participate in the 


project.” 
Red Move Expected. 

A new Russian drive to ex- 
pand its influence in Egypt and 
the Arab world was foreseen as 
a probable consequence of the 
withdrawal of western support 
for the $1,300,000,000 project. 

The next moves in the tough 
diplomatic struggle — which 
could have a fateful bearing on 
the future of the Middle East 
—are now clearly up to Cairo 
and to Moscow. 

Russia is reported to have 
made several offers to help 
Egypt build the dam. Some 
officials think it will now push 
these offers. Others express 
doubt, and say that ever if 
Russia does agree to back the 
project, it may not be able to 
make good on it. 

Dulles and his top policy 
advisors were reported to have 
weighed carefully the dangers 


involved in canceling the 
United States offer. and to 
have decided that in the cir- 


cumstances the United States 
must take a calculated risk in 
order to achieve its own major 
purposes.

BOSTON, July 20 (AP)—Dr. 
Paul Dudley White, President 
Eisenhower's heart consultant, 
announced today he and a few 
other physicians would visit 
Russia for eight to 10 days 
early in September to confer 
with Russian doctors. 

The purpose of the visit is 
to confer on two subjects ‘“con- 
cerning which he would like to 
get their advice and co-opera- 
tion.”

“The first of these subjects 
is:. medical rehabilitation with 
particular reference to cardio- 
vascular diseases which include 
heart disease, cerebral-vascular 
disease, diseases of the pulmo-

Investigation of Hodge's activ- 
ities also disclosed he intro- 
duced Tom Berry, a Belleville 
gambler, to Illinois Attorney 
General Latham Castle last 
spring at a party for state Re- 
publican leaders at Hodge's 
Granite City Home. 

A $200,000 mortgage, now held 
by a Chicago banking firm, en- 
Hodge's beach-front 
Esquire Apartment Hotel at 
Fort Lauderdale. The property, 
on a good section of beach, is 
valued at $600,000. 

Assignment of Deed. 

Florida records show that Mr. 
and Mrs. Hodge assigned the 
Esquire deed last May 1 to Déb- 
ra Investment, Inc., of Fort Lau- 
derdale. Two weeks later the 
$200,000 mortgage was assigned 
by the Broward National Bank 
of Fort Lauderdale to the City 
| Savings Association of Chicago. 
| Another phase of the Esquire 

transaction involved the trans- 
fer of Debra Investment, Inc., 
stock by officers of that com- 
pany to Hodge. Effect of this 
deal was to remove the Esquire 
property, from Hodge's nanie, 
while placing the deed with a 
company in which he is a prin- 
cipal stockholder. 

Federal agents, who are in- 
terested in the financial affairs 
of Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
East Side gang boss, have re- 
ported that Wortman had an in- 
terest in the Esquire property 
at one time. The. investment 
was made several years ago, 
when Wortman was considering 
gambling ventures in Florida 
and Cuba, it was stated. 

The Post-Dispatch also was 
told that Hodge is indebted to 
the Granite City Trust & Sav- 
ings Bank for $20,000 in 6&e- 
cured personal loans. 

Numerous Realty Loans. 

Madison county records show 
a multitude of real estate loan 
transactions by Hodge with 
various lenders over a period of 
years. Included in the records 
at Edwardsville is $210,000 in 
four large loans secured by 
property 

A total of $185. 000 was bor- 
rowed from Fred J. Freiner, 
president of L. E. Mahan & Co., 
mortgage firm here. 

The Madison county records 
list $100,000 borrowed in June 
1952, from Freiner; $35,000 ob- 


tained in January 1952, and 
$50,000 in May 1950. In addi- 
tion, $25,000 was borrowed 


from the Sparta (Ill.) Savings 
& Loan Co., in June 1952. 

Freiner, whose firm is at 509 
Olive street, said the loans his 
firm made to Hodge were 
“straight real estate transat- 
tions secured by income-produt- 
ing properties in Granite City.” 
The properties include office 
buildings and apartments. 

“If we are forced to fore- 
close,” he said, “our money is 
secured by the income from the 
properties. We do not look so 
much to the owner of the prop- 
erties for repayment of the 
loans as we do to the proper- 
ties themselves.” 

Loans made to Hodge, Frel- 


ner added, were refinanced 
mortgages on the Granite City 
| properties. Hodge previously 


had mortgaged the properties 
and had repaid some of the 
loans when he needed money 
and refinancing.

THE FACTS ABOUT PARKING 
IN DOWNTOWN ST. LOUIS 


The open hearings conducted by the Board of Aldermen brought to light many of the facts about down- 
town parking that are still not reported in your newspapers.

Where such garages have been built 
in downtown areas, of other cities, the rates for shoppers 
are as high or higher than those now charged in downtown 
St. Louis. In the Kansas City Municipal Garage the rate 
for six hours’ parking is $1.00. In the Pittsburgh Municipal 
Garage the six-hour charge for shoppers is $1.25. Shoppers 
in downtown St. Louis now park at much lower rates when 
doing business with merchants who validate their parking 
checks. 


FACT NO. 3. MUNICIPAL PARKING GARAGES 
ARE ALMOST WITHOUT EXCEPTION FINANCIAL 
FAILURES. The Kansas City Municipal Garage is losing 
almost $150,000 this year, though it benefits from a $2,000,- 
000 land gift and pays no taxes. The Hartford, Connecticut 
Municipal Garage annually lacks $108,000 of the amount 
needed to pay bond requirements. The garage in Denver, 
Colorado is losing between $8000 and $10,000 a month. 
Five out of six Chicago Municipal Garages are "busted’' 
and a private operator cannot be found to run them. 


FACT NO. 4. THE HIRED "EXPERTS" ARE BUN- 
GLERS. The experts hired in Kansas City were wrong in 
their estimates of use, revenue, expenses and operations. 
They’ predicted a profitable operation. It has been a total 
financial failure. Ramp Buildings Corporation, of New York 
City—the experts hired by the City of St. Louis—were as 
wrong in Hartford, Connecticut as they have been wrong 
in many other cities. They guessed wrong on use, on revenue, 
on financing cost. They predicted an annual profit instead 
of the whopping annual loss that has occurred. Their pre- 
liminary study shows that they know nothing about the St. 
Louis downtown situation. Ramp Buildings Corporation acts 
like an expert hired to give the answers that someone else 
wants. 


FACT NO. 5. THE PRINCIPAL LACK IN DOWN. 
TOWN ST. LOUIS IS THE FAILURE OF THE MER- 
CHANTS TO COOPERATE IN MAKING IT POSSIBLE 
FOR THE SHOPPER TO COME INTO DOWNTOWN 
ST. LOUIS AND SHOP FREE OR AT REDUCED COST. 
When the department stores and retail merchants make it 
possible for their customers to park free or at low cost, 
ample parking spaces will be made available to the down- 
town shopper by private industry.

Louis and suburban areas,

Large companies or 
small, I've had some of each. 

Contrary to this agent's belief, my 
house has never been priced above 
its 1952 cost of $11,500. Recently I’ve 
been able to list it at $500 less than 
that because the VA considered my 
case so desperate that I was granted 
a second G.I, loan. That made my 
down payment on a future house 
less, so I am able to take less for 
my well-built, but too-small home. 

Yes, Mr. Real Estate Agent, that 
is what keeps the average young 
family man from accepting a second 
deed of trust—-the down payment on 
the next ‘house. That's why the 
“points” hurt, 

Suppose a man gets $11,000 for

Loss at Hell’s Canyon 


The first opportunity of either branch of Con- 
gress to vote on Hell's Canyon during tHe more 
than three years it has been a burning national 
issue has ended in a tragically narrow failure. 

The hopes of the bill rode with the Demo- 
crats; Republicans voted solidly against it with 
the exception of Senators Wiley of Wisconsin 
and Langer of North Dakota, to whom all credit. 

In sharp contrast with this show of unity on 
the Republican side, eight Democrats, seven of 
them from the South, voted against the great 
waterpower project which their party has de- 
clared a leading proposal of its “program with 
a heart.” If they had voted with their party the 
proposition would have carried by six votes in- 
stead of losing, 41 to 51. 

Who are these eight Senators who care so 
little for optimum development of the finest re- 
maining waterpower site in our country for the 
benefit of all the people, as opposed to minimum 
development for the benefit of one privately- 
owned power company? Who are these Demo- 
crats who care so little for the fate of their col- 
leagues involved in close re-election races, and 
of the presidential ticket in November, that they 
flew in the face of Democratic Chairman Butler's 
solemn warning: 


Our campaign attack on the Administra- 
tion giveaway at Hell's Canyon is meaning- 
less if the Democratic Congress has not 
moved in the Eighty-fourth Congress to 
stop it. 

With a strange irony indeed, five of the six 
are from states which have benefited from op- 
timum public development of their own region, 
through the Tennessee Valley Authority. They 
are Eastland of Mississippi, Russell of Georgia, 
Byrd and Robertson of Virginia, and Ervin of 
North Carolina. The others are Long of Louisi- 
ana, Smathers of Florida, and Frear of Dela- 
ware. Daniel of Texas, though not voting, an- 
nounced against the bill. 

The most immediate consequence is the doom- 
ing of Hell's Canyon legislation at the present 
session of Congress. 

In Oregon Senator Morse’s campaign for re- 
election, against former Secretary of the In- 
terior Douglas McKay, joins the same issue the 
Senate has just disposed of, and more-directly 
than in any other state. For Mr. Morse is the 
author of the Hell’s Canyon bill, while Mr. Mc- 
Kay is the author of the Hell’s Canyon giveaway. 

This means that a referendum will be held in 
Oregon this fall. Senator Neuberger, also of 
Oregon, will help present the issue, as will Rep- 
resentative Edith Green of Portland, who will 
be running for re-election, partly on the power 
question. In the State of Washington a similar 
test will occur in the Senate race between Demo- 
cratic Senator Magnuson and Republican Gov. 
Arthur Langlie. 

In these races and in others in which public 
power is a major issue, the Republican party 
will stand flatly opposed to the works of the 
late Republican Senator Charles L. McNary, 
one of its 1940 standard bearers. Senator Mc- 
Nary, who rose to the position of Republican 
Leader in the Senate, backed public power 
throughout his career as did the great Republi- 
can Senator Norris of Nebraska. But on this 
vote, 43 of the 47 Republicans in the Senate 
supported the Eisenhower Administration in 
opposition to multiple-purpose development at 
Hell's Canyon. Responsibility thus is clearly 
fixed. 

This vote, relatively close, should galvanize 
supporters of a public project at Hell’s Canyon 
to fight harder than ever. Undoubtedly the 
graspers of the giveaway there will seek to move 
all the faster. Elsewhere grabbers will be en- 
couraged to seize still other natural resources. 

What a sad thing it is that President Eisen- 
hower apparently does not know it was a Re- 
publican President, Theodore Roosevelt, who did 
so much to develop and further public conser- 
vation a half century ago! 
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All the Law Allows 


At a time when juvenile delinquency is much 
in the public eye, the indictment of two law 
enforcement officers on charges of reckless 
driving is all the more shocking. 

Maj. Thomas J. Murphy, assistant chief of 
detectives in the St. Louis Police Department, 
and William S. Smith, chief St. Louis county 
deputy sheriff, each stands formally charged by 
the county grand jury. Smith was arrested after 
his car raced past a state trooper, Murphy after 
his car was reportedly weaving, traveling on 
the wrong side of the road and not observing a 
legal stop. 

If these men are found guilty they should be 
required to pay the penalty under the law. How 
can law-enforcing officers expect youthful de- 
linquents to improve if such examples are set 
by officials themselves. 
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East Germans on Pilgrimage 

The East German officials who trod the now 
well beaten path to Moscow this week were 
probably interested most of all in getting some- 
thing to show East Germans as a token of eco- 
nomically better days to come. The Kremlin 
obliged. Aware of the growing gap between 
prosperity in West Gérmany and doldrums in 
the East, Moscow promised a cut in troop costs 
assessed against the East Germans, an atomic 
power station, an increase in trade and even 
some hard currency with which to enlarge trade 
with the rest of the world. 

How fast and completely these promises may 
materialize the East Germans will have to wait 
and see, Meanwhile Moscow and East Berlin 
once more beat an old drum. They appeal for 
direct talks with the Bonn government as the 
“one way te uhite Germany’—which is, of 
course, again set forth as just about the most 
passionate desire now animating both Moscow 
and East Berlin. 

During one of his in vodka veritas outbursts 
not long ago, Nikita Khrushchev confided that 
Russia was quite satisfied with a divided Ger- 
many and had no intention of helping reunifi- 
cation along if this could be avoided. The vodka 
version of Soviet policy is undoubtedly much 
nearer the truth than the communique version. 
Yet for political reasons in Germany the Mos- 
cow statesmen must seem to be lying awake 
nights trying toe bring the two Germanies 
together. 

It is encouraging that both the Socialist oppo- 
sition and the Adenauer government in Bonn 
have promptly rejected, once more, the pro 
posal of direct talks between East and West 
Germany, The Socialists very properly point out 
that reunification is really a matter for Big 
Four agreement first; and they repeat their in- 


» sistence upon free elections to choose a free 
constitutional convention as the only acceptable’ 


basis for reunification. 

So for the present, Khrushchev can talk for 
unification with assurance that he does not yet 
have to act for it. But what will happen if the 
Socialists come to power in West Germany, as 
they may do next year, and present him with a 
radically altered situation—say, a West Ger- 
many less completely dedicated to military alli- 


ance with the West, yet just as insistent on free- 
dom from Soviet domination? That is a possi- 
bility which both Khrushchev and our own State 
Department should be pondering. 
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Now It Is Up to $800,000 


So much attention has centered on Orville E. 
Hodge that the tendency has been to lose sight 
of the ex-president of the Southmoor Bank and 
Trust Co., Edward A. Hints. He is the man who 
made arrangements to cash many of the forged 
Illinois state checks now totaling some $800,000. 

‘Banker Hintz, a former official of the IIli- 
nois Bankers Association, says he knew he was 
doing something that no banker ought to be 
doing. But he is quoted as saying that he as- 
sumed the procedure was the regular one 
among politicians, “to collect their cut on pub 
lic contracts.” 

Actually this explanation by a veteran banker 
is more amazing than the racket in state war- 
rants operated by the State Auditor's office in 
Springfield when Orville Hodge occupied it. 
Banker Hintz cannot dismiss his wrongdoing 
by saying that he was “stupid.” For it is far 
worse than being stupid for him to assume that 
men in public life generally are expected to be 
crooks. 

We are glad to see that Senator Douglas of 
Illinois has asked the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee, under the chairmanship of Senator Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, to send investigators to 
Illinois. There can hardly be too many honest 
investigations of the Illinois scandals until all 
the facts are known and all the participants 
stand revealed. . 

The latest ramifications of the Hodge connec- 
tions, as disclosed in yesterday's Post-Dispatch, 
apparently reach into the underworld. And yet 
this man, Orville E. Hodge, was slated without 
opposition to run to succeed himself for the 
next four years on the Republican ticket as a 
member of “the Stratton team.” He was even 
talked of for Governor in 1960. 

The very thought grows the more fantastic as 
the scandals continue to unfold! 
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County Water’s Odd Theorv 

St. Louis County Water Co. wants official dis- 
pensation to earn a 6.5 per cent return on an 
investment it might have made but did not. 

This is the essence of the utility’s pending 
application before the Missouri Public Service 
Commission for authority to obtain substantially 
more money from its thousands of customers. 


‘ 


On its very face-this proposal is calculated non- 


sense, and the Commission should have no 
part of it. 

According to W. Victor Weir, County Water's 
president, the company wants the Commission to 
radically alter the formula used to determine the 
utility’s valuation for rate-making. 

Mr. Weir and his company ask that the rate- 
making valuation be determined not under the 
sound practice of original cost minus deprecia- 
tion but under the fiction of replacement value 
minus depreciation. 

Thus, without either a peygny of additional 
investment or even any effort on the company’s 
part, County Water Co.'s rate base would under- 
go a quiet swelling. And when the requested 6.5 
per cent rate-of-return was then applied to the 
expanding valuation the result would be a goug- 
ing of the water company’s. customers. 

Commission records indicate the company’s 
net income after taxes last year ran to $1,300,- 
414. This represented a return of 4.38 per cent 
on the present rate base of $32,728,376. 

And what if that base is enlarged to $63,136,- 
000—as the company contends it ought to be 
under the theory of replacement value—and 
what if the return is then figured at the rate of 
6.5 per cent? Members of the Commission staff 
report the utility’s net income after taxes 
would jump to $4,095,000. This is an increase 
of more than 200 per cent, and it would be 
gained without the qompany lifting a finger. 

County Water might very well be entitled to 
a rate increase, although that still remains to 
be shown. But if such is the case, the utility 
should get its increase on the basis of an inade- 
quate return on the actual investment it has 
made in its business in St. Louis county—not on 
the basis of a fictitious bigger investment it 
might have made but did not make.

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Something New in Senate Line-ups 
When four Democratic Senators front for 
Senator McCarthy, and Senator Mundt fronts 
for the Eisenhower Administration, that’s news. 
This is election year, and the exigencies of the 
season may be the only way to explain it. 

The four Democrats, who have taken up 
Senator McCarthy’s old crusade for a tighter 
and tighter embargo on trade with the Soviet 
Union, are McClellan of Arkansas, Symington of 
Missouri, Jackson of Washington and Ervin of 
North Carolina. 

They joined McCarthy in signing a majority 
report of the Investigations subcommittee which 
blasted the Eisenhower Administration for fail- 
ing to choke off trade between Soviet countries 
and some of our allies. A minority report 
by Republicans Mundt of South Dakota and 
Bender of Ohio, defended the Administration. 

On the whole, the minority report sounds the 
more sensible. Our country does not have 
power to impose an embargo on other nations’ 
trade with the Soviet countries. Our represen- 
tatives have therefore followed the sensible 
course of trying to get our allies to keep the 
trade in strategic goods at a minimum. They 
have acted on the common sense principle that 
it is better ‘to limit the trade and maintain 
allied agreement, than to shatter the agreement 
and so open the way to unlimited trade or worse. 

It is not too surprising that Senator Syming- 
ton joined McCarthy in signing the majority 
report. According to William J. Donovan in 
“Eisenhower: The Inside Story,” it was Senator 
Symington who encouraged McCarthy, in 1953, 
to write President Eisenhower a letter demand- 
ing an explanation for his failure to impose a 
total embargo on Red China. The letter was 
considered so dangerous to allied relations that 
Vice President Nixon persuaded McCarthy to 
withdraw it. 

Senator Symington no doubt still believes 
that embargoes and other belligerent gestures 
are the way to deal with the world situation 
today. But those who believe otherwise will 
regard the McCarthy-Democratic report as four- 
fifths campaign fodder in an election year.

Are Americans Free to' Travel? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


State Department contends they are not unless they satisfy its 
Passport Division; it treats travel abroad as privilege, not a 
right; despite court rulings, passports are withheld for capri- 
cious reasons; some citizens compelled to sue to get documents.

In the face of continued State De- 
partment refusal to grant him a pass 
port, another American citizen has filed 
suit in Federal District Court to force 
the Passport Division to let him have 
the travel document. 


This is only the latest of a number 
of recent court actions aimed at forcing 
the department to relax its arbitrary 
passport policy. 

The petitioner in the current case is 
Donald Ogden Stewart, a playwright 
and author now living in London. He 
has asked for a passport to enable him 
to visit other foreign countries, declar- 
ing that the refusal to grant him the 
document has denied him the opportu- 
nity to accept “gainful employment” in 
Italy, France, Germany and Israel. 

The State Department has said it will 
only give Stewart a passport for direct 
return to the United States. 

Although Stewart has filed an affi- 
davit saying he does not belong to the 
Communist party and has not been a 


member during the past 15 years, the 
department still is not satisfied that he 
is eligible. 

Despite recent court rulings that citi- 
zens are entitled to passports as a mat- 
ter of natural, inherent right, the State 
Department is continuing its practice 
of withholding passports for capricious 
reasons. 

About the only legitimate grounds 
for denying passports, it seems to us, 
are that the applicant is a fugitive from 
justice or is a person who is a party to 
secrets vital to the security of the 
United States and his trustworthiness 
is questionable. 

These grounds have not been ad- 
vanced in the Stewart case, nor in most 
of those in which the department has 
refused travel permits. 

Contrary to the State Department's 
attitude, the freedom of Americans to 
go where they please should be clearly 
established as a matter of right and not 
a privilege to be conferred at the 
pleasure of the Government, 


Should Police' Cars Be Marked? 


From the Public Administration Clearing House Bulletin 


Police officials still disagree—and 
the public hasn’t made up its mind, 
either—about whether it is better for 
law enforcement vehicles to be clearly 
marked or whether they should have 
inconspicuous paint jobs, the American 
Municipal Association says. 


In Chicago, Ill., new painting for 448 
squad cars was ordered with a view to 
making them show up better and thus 
deter persons with criminal intentions. 
Previously, the cars were always black. 
The new design will be white tops with 
“police” painted in large white letters 
on the black sides. On the other hand, 
the Chicago police, in recognition of 
the need for unpublicized work, will 
keep the plain black of their 75 detec- 
tive bureau cars and the 17 cars of the 
stolen auto detail. 


In New York City, when. council 
members talked of forbidding the po- 
lice department to use unmarked cars, 
the head of the police defended this 
use by saying that they were assigned 
to areas where there had been numer- 
ous accidents and they helped bring 
about sizable cuts in the accident rate. 
The council had feared that motorists, 
on being approached by an unmarked 
car, would think they were in danger 


of a hold-up and a race between cars 
might ensue. 

Connecticut, New Jersey and Wash- 
ington are among states to use un- 
marked cars on rural highways. The 
American Automobile Association op- 
poses this, saying that clearly visible 
squad cars and adequate radar warning 
signs will secure voluntary co-opera- 
tion from motorists without the need 
for an unpleasant “crackdown.” 


In a poll of Minnesota residents, 
however, the Minneapolis Tribune found 
that while there was a split on the 
question, the majority—more than 70 
per cent of both urban and rural popu- 
lation— approved of the use of un- 
marked cars in police work. 


Among the reasons advanced on both 
sides are: PRO—drivers will be more 
cautious because they will never know 
when a police car is around; more vio- 
lators will be caught: and if a driver 
is doing what he should, the markings 
on police cars do not matter. CON— 
in case of emergency it is easier to find 
the police if their cars are plainly 
marked; it is sneaky for police to use 
unmarked cars; and people drive more 
cautiously when they are on the look- 
out for marked police cars.

Political Puppeteer 
THE NINTH WAVE, by Eugene Burdick. (Houghton 

Mifflin, 332 pas., $3.95.) 

One would hesitate to call Mike 
Freesmith the “hero” of this novel and 
at the same time no one will think of 
him as a “heel.” At times on his way 
to the top when Mike found it neces- 
Sary to wreck a man’s career he did so 
without any feeling of animosity. The 
man was merely an obstacle whose 
wreckage was forgotten the next day 
as completely as were the several 
women to whom Mike made love and 
from whom he “borrowed” money. 

It was inevitable 
for a genius of 
such gigantic, bland 
impartiality to get 
into politics — not 
as a candidate, of 
course. Like Henry 
VIII, Mike always 
knew the right man 
to pick for a job 
. and the right time 
to get rid of him

As the author has revealed, “The 
Ninth Wave” began as a study of “irra- 
tional” trends in politics. But Mike 


was such a powerful character that 
after seven years of the writing he 
had dominated even his creator and 
had taken over the book. In spite of 
this, the novel has followed its origi- 
nal intent in that it retains the sweep 
and power, the feel for the pulse of 
the mob, that are necessary in such a 
study. 


To the lesser characters surrounding 
Mike, the author has given a flesh-and- 
blood realism that makes each stand 
out, a unique individual. Lookigg at it 
symbolically, Mike is the puppeteer, 
but his puppets have been created so 
vividly that by contrast Mike’ some- 
times becomes shadowy and undeter- 
mined, an idea or a perfection, rather 
than a man. 


This is a remarkably mature first 
novel whose rich texture makes it a 
safe prediction to say that in another 
decade Mr. Burdick will have become a 
leader in the field.

Shakespeare's Forerunners 


THE THOUGHT AND CULTURE OF THE ENGLISH 
RENAISSANCE. edited by Elizabeth M. Nugent. 
(Cambridge University Press, 723 pos., $7.50.) 
With this new anthology Miss Nugent 

aims to present “a living introduction” 
to English writing of the Tudor Age, 
which extended from 1485 to 1603, and 
within the limits she sets she is suc- 
cessful. Her approach is unusual in 
that she does not give us poetry -by 
Spenser, Shakespeare and other Eliz- 
abethans ‘but concentrates on the prose 
writers who preceded them. Her book 
covers the period up to 1555 and con- 
sists of 100 long extracts on a vast 
range of subjects by churchmen, states- 
men, scientists and scholars. 


During these early years the lan- 
guage grew slowly. The printing press 
had just been introduced to England, 
the first English Bible had appeared 
and the strife of the Reformation was 
in full swing. Outstanding among the 
writers were Erasmus (included here 
in translation), Sir Thomas More and 

Their work did not 
reach the stylistie excellence of Milton 
or Gibbon; yet, what they lacked in 
style they made up in matter and 
feeling. 


Exploring this well-arranged gallery 
of men and ideas, we are inclined to 
agree with American historian Louis 
Wright who once remarked that the 
Tudor Age and the period following 
gave us “ajl the fundamental concepts 
which make us the kind of people we 
are today,” and added: “For us, that’s 
the milk in the coconut.”

Our own favorite area—perhaps because it is closest 
and we know it best—is the country of the big 
springs which centers in Current river vailey. Here 
flow many of Missouri's most beautiful streams; the 
Black, Current, Eleven Points, Jacks Fork, Spring 
river, Bryant creek and their tributaries. And while 
other watersheds can boast of their fine‘springs—the 
valleys of the Meramec, Gasconade and Osage—none 
can quite equal those of the “Big Spring Country.” 
In Current river valley alone there are a dozen 
springs with a combined flow which averages close 
to 650,000,000 gallons per day. Many of the springs 
are accessible by car, though a few can be reached 
only by boat as one floats down the river.

THE ORIGIN of these springs is interesting and is 
based on the geologic formation of the Ozark high- 
land. The primary rock structure of these ancient 
hills is dolomitic limestone which was originally laid 

=> down on the floor of an inland sea. This limestone 
F is slowly soluble in water and the mild acids formed 
© by organic matter in solution. Rainfall seeping down 
through the faults formed when the hills were heaved & 
up gradually creates caverns and underground reser- : 
voirs in the limestone; and these, in time, Join to- @ 
gether to form subterranean rivers. When one of @ 
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these underground streams is cut by a surface stream 
eroding slowly downward in its bed, a big spring is 
formed. 

Each spring has its own beauty and its own char- :;

CHIEF SUMMER SPORT of the Ozarks is, of 
© course, fishing. There are lakes which can be fished 
* from the shore or by boat; smalMstreams that delight 
the fly fisherman who likes to wade in solitude; 
clear, rushing rivers like Current, Gasconade and 
many, more where “float fishing” has developed as a 
> unique kind of angling. Floating may be done in 
= one’s own boat or canoe, though this is advisable only 
if you're a good river-man and don’t mind a lot of 
exercise. Or one may procure good boats, guides and 
equipment for fishing any of the Ozark rivers; a list 
of these outfitters being available from the Missouri 
Division of Resources and Development in Jefferson 
City. Game fish of the Missouri lakes and streams 
include the large and smallmouth bass, white bass, 
wall-eyed pike, trout, goggle-eye, black perch, blue- 
gill and channel cat. These are taken .on the fly, 
bait casting or spinning lure, live bait and equip- 
ment of all kinds.

Robert Briscoe Is Both Irish Nationalist Party Member and Zionist

mayor of Dublin and one. 


_ of the few, if not the only, man” 
to be an active and ardent Sinn 


Feiner and a Zionist. 

_ As a member of the Sinn 
Fein, Nationalist party that 
brought success to 700 years of 
Irish struggle for treedom, he 
undertook several setret mis- 
sions to the United States to 
raise funds and- arms for the 
rebels, 

As a Zionist, he led a dele- 
gation in 1939 that sougut in- 
ternational support from gov- 
ernments for the settlement of 
Jews in Palestine. Judaism is 
Briscoe’s religion, Irish his 
nationality. 

Even though Briscoe has 


~ wotked long and hard for Ire- 


land ‘and Dublin, his election to 


came as a surprise. He calls his 
election a “magnificent gesture” 
that justifies confidence in the 
“absolute tolerance” of the Irish 
capital. -

that in Catholic Ireland a 

man of any faith has the good 
will of his fellow eltizens if 
he deserves it and is prepared 
to give them service.” 

Service is something that 
Briscoe had given a lot of to 
Ireland.

THIS TOY works better if it 
is the personal treasure of one 
child.

Angry Patients

EOPLE get angry at their doctors for many reasons— 
Ps. or bad. A man who has been “soaked with a big 

bill” reacts with anger. Perhaps, by all good standards, 
the bill isn’t really as outrageous as he believes. Suppose 
he has good proof that he 
has been overcharged? As 
I have often said, he 
should assume some of the 
blame. I keep advising pa- 
tients to ask their doctors 
this civil and very perti- 
nent question, “How much 
will it cost, doctor?” 

Has your doctor of long 
standing refused to an- 
swer a midnight emergen- 
cy? That will get you 
angry, too. There are 
dozens of misunderstand-

ings that try the friendship of patient and physician. Here 
is one that I believe you should know about: Have you ever 
become angry because he refused to give you a medicine 
you wanted? That happens every day.

I can’t count the times I have re- 


FOR EXAMPLE, 
fused patients a “shot of penicillin” for an ordinary cold 
with fever. Some have stalked right out of the office. 
Others have been outwardly agreeable, but you knew 
when they took leave that they were on the way to another 
doctor’s office for “the shot.” 

Some patients will discharge you if you keep them in 
bed longer than they think they should stay there; others, 
if vou suggest necessary X-rays for which they do not 
want to spend the money. I have often said to my col- 
leagues it’s a wonder we doctors have any patients left at 
all. Fortunately, the sensible people outnumber the diffi- 
cult patients. 

Consider, for instance, the question of sedatives. The 
world has been, and is, under tension. For years you and 
I have been buffeted about, wondering .when another crazy 
group of men is going to light the fuse to a world con- 
flagration. Believe me, this underlying anxiety takes more 
out of us than we realize. Add to it family problems — 
economic and health—and you have more than a few 
hundred thousand ‘Americans who are tense. What do 
they do? They go to their doctors for help. 

et 

WHAT DO THE DOCTORS do? If they feel that a 
sedative is indicated, they prescribe one. You feel better, 
more relaxed, and you return to his office in a few weeks; 
you'd like a refill on that last sedative. If he thinks you 
really need some more, he will gladly prescribe for you. 

But suppose his judgment says otherwise? Suppose 
he says, “I believe you should try it for a few weeks 
without medicine. I want you to throw these temporary 
mental crutches away. These pills are habit forming.” 

What I call the “mental crutches” must be used with 


good sense and forebearance. They are not a cure-all and 


they may not be entirely harmless. This is esperially true 
for all the recent new drugs that have not had the “time- 
testing” qualities of the older drugs like the plenobarbi- 
tals, bromides and others. 

It seems evident that you should discard: this one 
reason—at least—for getting angry with your physician. 
If he refuses to refill a prescricption for a sedative, his 
reason must be a good one.

Television Show That Changes Lives 


Missouri Synod's ‘This Is the Life’ Seems Real to Thousands Who Find Inspiration in It

YOUNG man looking for a 

summer job applied for the 

opportunity to jerk sodas 
in the Fisher drug store. Sev- 
eral families planning to go 
through St. Louis on their va- 
cations have written ahead ask- 
ing if they might visit not only 
the drug store byt also the 
church which the Fishers attend 
so that they could meet Pastor 
Martin. 

So real do the Fisher family 
and the other characters on 
“This Is the Life” television 
show seem that some viewers 
find it difficult to believe they 
are watching a TV performance 
and not an actual episode in 
reality. 

These, of course, are extremes 
in the fan mail received by 
“This Is the Life,” religious 
dramatic half hour sponsored 
by the Lutheran Church, Mis- 
souri Synod, and seen on KSD- 
TV every Sunday morning at 
9:30. Most viewers realize that 
it is televised fiction, yet most 
of them also indicate it is far 
more than just another tele- 
vision show in their lives. 

“This Is the Life,” which start- 
ed in 1951 under direction of 
the Rev. Dr. Herman Gockel, 
minister who lost his voice and 
had to find another outlet in 
his work, has won several 
awards for excellence in its 
field. But the best testimonials 
to its effectiveness are those 
found in the 3000 to 5000 letters 
written each week by its view- 
ers, letters which tell of per- 
sonal problems, inner conflicts 
and ways in which “This Is the 
Life” has provided a solution. 

“I heard your program,” reads 
a typical letter, “and I grasped 
it like a lifeline.” 

“This is the Life” has as its 
characters the Fisher family, 
and friends and neighbors who 
live in a small town, Middte- 
burg, and each week it uses a 
typical problem to _ illustrate 
how the Christian way of be- 
havior and a firm faith in Christ 
can help, from conquering the 
temptation to gossip to reconcil- 
ing oneself to a major tragedy. 
Like the episodes themselves, 
the letters they inspire run the 
gamut from the common con- 
flicts and questions of normal 
everyday living together to 
crises of life and death, and 
spiritual problems involving 
faith and philosophy. 

One letter from a pastor in 
a small Midwestern town tells 
of a woman who tried to com- 
mit suicide by taking sleeping 
pills. While convalescing, she 
saw “This Is the Life” one Sun- 
day morning and heard the 
word, “I am come that they 
might have life.” It struck her 
so forcibly that, as her pastoral 
confidant wrote, “she rededi- 
cated her life to Christ.” In 
emulation of the Fisher family, 
whose drug store often provides 
the setting for the drama, she 
began operating a small grocery, 
more with an idea of “befriend- 
ing others” than making money. 
According to her pastor, she has 
been of “help to many others 
in need.”

wo ‘booklets, “This Is the 
Ti ife,” by Dr. Gockel, and 

Happiness Can Be Yours” 
by William A. Kramer are sent 
to listeners on request and these, 
too, are given credit by those 
who write grateful letters to 
the program. 

“We have been married two 
weeks, " a young couple wrote, 

“and we want our home to be a 
Christian home like the one on 
your program. Please tell us 
how to begin.” 

Other letters tell of difficult 
Situations which have been 
eased by the program or the 
booklets, 

“Over two years ago I was 
the victim of a terrible auto 
accident,” a man wrote. “I was 
in bed over a year and am just 
beginning to get around a little 
on crutches, In all this time, 
your program has been my 
‘church going.’” 

A 22-year-old who has been a 
polio victim for eight years told 
how the program had comfort- 


ed him. A woman whose 4- 
year-old son is incurably ill 
wrote how she had been 


helped to face her problem and 
how the little boy himself en- 
joys the program which he calls 
“the Jesus story.” 

Another woman wrote, “Your 
program has drawn my husband 
and me a lot closer because we 
were not getting along at all 
well. We saw your program 
and it helped us both see our 
mistakes.” 


A man wrote that he had 
feared some of his business 
practices were questionable and, 
after watching the program, he 
changed his ways. The un- 
expected result was that he is 
now making more money than 
he had before. 

Some write to ask for help, 
others to offer it. A Pennsy)l- 
vania woman who earns $10 a 
week doing housework sent a 
$10 contribution “to help spread 
the Gospel.” A retired Army 
colonel in California wanted to 
act in the show, without pay, as

“That’s the church that puts 
on ‘This Is the Life,’” she said. 
“Daddy, we can trust these 
people.” 


Letters from persons of all 
shades of religious faith and 
all denominations’ are received 
by “This Is the Life.” A Cath- 
olic wrote his appreciation of 
“this wonderful program which 
gives Christ’s teachings a more 
personal meaning through prac- 
tical application.” A man who 
has spent 37 years as a youth 
leader in the Canadian Anglican 
church wrote his praises, as 
did a Baptist, an Episcopalian 
and a Methodist minister who

Non-denominational in nature, 
“This Is the Life’ does not at- 
tempt to convert its viewers to 
the Lutheran Church, Missouri 
Synod. If letters indicate that 
first-hand pastoral aid is needed, 
the writer is referred to some- 
one in his community. If the 
family is unchurched or ex- 
presses a desire to learn more 
about the Lutheran religion, the 
local pastor calls on the fam- 
ily.

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Two Methods 
For Making 
Rice Pudding 


By Edith M. Barber 


HAT is your definition of 
W oa fashioned rice pudding? 

Of course, I have my own 
opinion about this and I was 
really surprised, recently, to 
find that not every one agrees 
with me in regard to what 
recipe may be called historic. 


My pudding is creamy and 
full of flavor. This is accom- 
plished by long, slow cooking 
of raw rice with plenty of milk, 
some sugar and the least bit of 
salt. Of course, you will na- 
turally choose a comparatively 
cool day for that oven baking 
which will take from two to 
three hours. Every once in a 
while, the crust which forms on 
the top of the pudding should 
be stirred into the mixture. 


For the second type of old 
fashioned rice pudding, the rice 
is cooked separately and com- 
bined with a soft custard. This 
should be a little sweeter than 
usual and should be well 
flavored with vanilla. 

By glancing at the menus of 
chop house restaurants you will 
immediately come to the con- 
clusion that some type of rice 
pudding is favored by the men 
who are always to be found at 
eating places that specialize in 
simple well-cooked foods such 
as roast beef, lamb chops and 
steaks. In most of these, in- 
dividual casseroles are used. 

In the home kitchen, we are 
inclined to use family-size cas- 
seroles, at least for the pudding 
that needs to be stirred. This 
makes the preparation easier. 
Old Fashioned Rice Pudding I. 

One-fourth cup rice, one 
quart milk, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter cup sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg. 

Combine all ingredients and 
pour in buttered one and one- 
half-quart baking dish. Bake 
in slow oven (250 degrees F.) 
at least two hours, stirring 
three times the first hour to 
break crust that forms. Do not 
stir during last hour of cook- 
ing. Chill before serving. 
Yield: six servings. 

Note: Add _ one-half 
raisins before baking, 
sired. 

Old Fashioned Rice Pudding II. 

Combine soft custard with 
cold fluffy boiled rice. Toss 
well with a fork and chill until 
ready for serving. Garnish, if 
desired, with raspberries, blue-

NEW YORK (INS) 
OMEN may do their gro- 
Weer shopping by push-but- 
ton next year. 

The first electronic grocery 
in the world is being displayed 
at the current convention of the 
Independent Grocers’ Alliance 
in New York. It promises wom- 
en push-button shopping with- 
out any carts to wheel or any 
handling of groceries. 

Instead of a shopping cart, 
you'll get an “Elmer” when you 
enter the store. “Elmer” is the 
pet name for an electronic 
merchandise selector that looks 
like a round, midget-size filat- 
iron, 

S..3 = 

“ELMER” will fit into a slot 
in front of closed, lighted gro- 
cery displays. Each product will 
have a number. After insert- 
ing “Elmer” in the slot, the 
shopper merely will punch but- 
tons with letters and figures, 
exactly as on a jukebox, and 
her groceries will be delivered 
electronically at the wrapping 
counter. 

The shopper then carries 
“Elmer” to the cashier, the 
cashier inserts “Elmer” in an- 
other slot, and as the bill pops 
up the groceries arrive wrapped 
—in something under half a 
minute. 

The inventor of this elec- 
tronic grocery, Bruno Stiller of 
Prairie View, Ill, explained 
that thousands of tiny wires in 
concealed cabinets control each 
package and its delivery. 

Stiller said grocers in the 
electronic future won't have to 
stack packages or stamp on 
prices. All that will be done 
merely by changing wires, he 
explained.

NEW YORK. 

THINK all of us who are 

interested in the United Na- 

tions are happy over the 
President's nominations to the 
United States delegation to the 
U.N. General Assembly of 1956. 

This is the year when two 
Senators must be represented 
on the delegation, and the 
President’s choices were Sena- 
tors William F. Knowland of 
California and Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota. 

Some people seem to think 
that sending Senator Knowland, 
who has shown no partiality 
to the United Nations, is a mis- 
take, but I personally think it 
is a good thing. 

I can remember how Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg’s interest 
in international affairs  in- 
creased as he attended sessions 
of the General Assembly. He 
became one of our ardent and 
understanding internationalists. 


. . oe 

PERHAPS we should not ex- 
pect that everyone will be as 
fortunate as he was, for I think 
the education one receives and 
the interest developed in inter- 
national affairs depends upon 
the contacts made within the 
U.N. with men of other coun- 
tries. 

The advisers from the State 
Department also _ contribute 
much, for they are able to give 
our delegates a background in 
understanding U.N. problems. 


* * * 

I HAVE great hopes, there- 
fore, that serving in the Gen- 
eral Assembly will mean a 
broadening of Senator Know- 
land’s interest in the U.N. and 
if this is the case, it will be of 
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benefit to the country, for the 
Senator is an able and honest 


man. 

I think I have not seen fn a 
long time as good choice of 
U.N. delegates, and among the 
alternatives are some who have 
had the advantage of continu- 
ous experience and contacts 


with members of other dele- 
gations.
